HERE'S HOW WE LOST 

THAT FIRST GAME 



Details of the Contest 

Narberth, champions of the Main 
Line League, lost the first game of the 
series for the Philadelphia Suburban 
Amateur Championship with the 
Drexel Hill Club, champions of the 
Interborough League. The defeat came 
largely through the inability of our 
boys to hit Tanker, Drexel Hill's left 
handed pitcher, and on the other hand 
by loose fielding at critical times. 

Without a doubt, Bob Gilmore, com- 
pletely outpitched Tanker. Here are 
the statistics, so you can judge for 
yourself: 

Gilmore fanned twelve, (seven out 
of the first nine) passed none, hit none. 

Tanker fanned ten, passed one, hit 
one, made one wild pitch. 

Narberth scored their only runs in 
the initial frame. Humphries was hit 
by a pitched ball, stole second, and 
advanced to third on the shortstop's 
error. Captain Fleck then did the 
right thing by singling past third, 
which scored Humphries with the first 
run of the series. Fleck stole second, 
and was advanced to third on a 
passed ball, and scored on Koons' 
sacrifice hit to right field. That was 
all the scoring Narberth did the whole 
game. 

Drexel Hill scored two runs in the 
fourth inning. Burnley singled 
through short. Delaney reached first 
on a fielder's choice. Then Humphries 
indented the error column, on another 
fielder's choice; all bands were safe. 
Next Mr. Durbin made it necessary for 
the scorer to put down another error. 
Two runs were scored. Narberth then 
came to life and showed a flash of 
their true form by making a fast 
double play, which ended the inning. 

Neither side did anything worth 
while until the eighth inning when 
Drexel Hill put acrosB the last three, 
runs of the game, putting the game on 
ice. Tanker secured his second hit 
of the season and first of the game, 
and advanced to second on a passed 
ball, another error followed and then 
Gilmore fanned Burnley for the first 
out. Delaney then poked a Texas 
leaguer in right field, too short for 
Manager Walzer to reach. Fahey 
followed with a single, and in the 
meantime three runs had been scored. 

Things looked hopeful for Narberth 
in the ninth when Durbin got a free 
trip to first base. But Fleck fanned 
and Durbin was out stealing. Koons 
ended the game with a grounder to 
first base.

WENT TO THE GAME 



One Hundred Fifty Strong 



When the Narberth base ball team 
journeyed to Clifton Heights to play 
Drexel Hill for the suburban cham- 
pionship last Saturday, they did not 
go alone. Oh, no! About 150 loyal 
rooters followed the players' vans by 
one route or another. 

The players left Narberth at 1.15 
P. M. in four automobiles. 

Veteran "Flick" Stites— still on the 
injured list — left in his own motor 
car at 1.30 P. M., with Edwin Ander- 
son as his driver, to be on hand to 
give counsel from the bench. 

With passenger motor-barges due to 
leave Davis' store at 1.45 P. M., the 
enthusiasts began to congregate at 
about 1.25 P. M. They carefully 
scrutinized the pictures and cups of 
previous teams that had won honors 
for Narberth and enthusiastically 
talked about the event for the after- 
noon. Everyone was optimistic. 

About 1.40 P. M. the motor truck 
belonging to George Suplee left with 
about twenty men aboard. At 1.50 
P. M. two motor trucks were loaded 
with about forty-five men and women 
and a merry crowd went cheerily on 
] to urge the local boys to victory. 

The trip was made without mis- 
hap, and, on arrival, everyone was 
eager to see the game start. 

The Narberth delegation, as a 
whole, arrived earlier than the fol- 
lowers of Drexel Hill and contributed 
nearly half the total attendance. 

Drexel Hill rooters are of a high 
type, and, while there was a great 
deal of good natured bantering be- 
tween the two sides, no harsh lan- 
guage passed the lips of either nor 
was there any personal element in- 
troduced to cause ill feeling. Clean 
ball and clean rooting seems to be 
a mutual ideal— which is good. 

Our boys started at the bat and 
made Tanker look like a much over- 
rated man in the first inning. They 
took wild chances — and made good — ■ 
on the bases. They started to play 
the game as the Boston Braves so 
often do and finished with two runs 
to their credit. 

Gilmore never pitched better and 
got three men straight in the last halt 
of the first inning. "Bob" was cheer- 
ed and cheered for his effort. 

Tanker settled down to work in 
the second inning and with the good 
support of his team mates, managed 
to hold tight for the rest of the game. 
Gilmore pitched better ball than did 
Tanker, but his support weakened in 
the fourth inning after a question-

THE BIG LESSON 

FOR LITTLE TOWNS. 



' Forty-five miles north of Philadel- 
phia, in the lower part of Lehigh 
County— a fertile farming region 
abounding with living springs— clus- 
ter the 750 men, women and children 
who form the human part of the pret- 
ty borough of Coopersburg. 

In many ways it is — or was— typi- 
cal of towns of like size throughout 
the East; in some ways of small towns 
everywhere. Its chief distinction, 
aside from the pedigreed Jersey cattle 
that have made famous "Tom" Coop- 
er's farm, is an unusual degree of 
what might be called race integrity, 
for 98 per cent, of its population 
spring from a common stock — the sto- 
lid Pennsylvania German. 

Most of them belong to families 
which laid the community foundations 
decades ago. These ancestors were, 
in some measure, "the pick of hu- 
manity," according to one who lately 
made a detailed study of the place 
and its people. "They were men and 
women four-square, robust in phy- 
sique, industrious in habits, social 
among themselves by inclination, and 
religious by disposition and training. 
Their children ought to form an ideal 
community." 

Up to a year ago last February they 
did not form an ideal community. 
Even by its own residents the place 
was called slow and conservative. 
Some of them said it was "hopeless" 
and "pessimistic." And the big lesson 
this little town now offers for the ben- 
efit of other towns began when a few 
of these "disloyal" citizens met to 
plan ways and means for making it a 
hopeful, optimistic place. 

The little book telling what the 
Coopersburg Neighborhood Associa- 
tion has done in its brief existence — 
and outlining its aims and plans — 
presents the most thorough survey of 
conditions and the sanest program 
from progress of any such movement 
within our knowledge. 

After organizing a building and loan 
association for the benefit of young 
men who hesitated about marrying, 
because they had no homes of their 
own, and offering free factory sites to 
industries of the right sort, the As- 
sociation hired an expert to make a 
social survey of the borough . 

This outsider found a group of peo- 
ple boastful of a death-rate lower by 
2 per cent, than that of the country 
at large, and of a public school better 
supported and more capably manned 
than the average in Pennsylvania. 

Also he found a community which 
"has taken no cognizance of any hu- 
man recreational needs." 



Guided by the facts gained through 
the survey and propelled by the en- 
thusiasm of the men behind the_ civic 
revival, the Neighborhood Association 
chose a slogan, "Co-operate for Coop- 
ersburg"; gpt busy with the strug- 
gling local band and orchestra; or- 
ganized a Boy Scout company and a 
glee club; promoted home-talent min- 
strel shows and brought in a few star 
attractions from outside; leased a 
base ball field for the club that was 
dying for lack of a place to play; cap- 
tained a community picnic; inaugu- 
rated a May Day celebration, a clean- 
up week and public health lectures; 
put electric lights in the school build- 
ing so it could be used for community 
meetings; and, when the railroad sta- 
tion burned down, got the company 
to promise a new one in keeping with 
the town's new spirit. 

In short, within a year this organ- 
ization transformed Coopersburg from 
a "sleepy-hollow sort of place," where 
most of the folks were withering from 
lack of something to do besides house- 
hold and shop drudgery, to a live little 
centre of just such social and relig- 
ious activities as the average individ- 
ual requires to keep life fro mstaling 
and stunting. 

And this is only a beginning. Al- 
ready plans are made for a sewage 
disposal system, physical culture in 
the school, union church ervices at 
intervals, a public playground with a 
pond, a neighborhood house with 
equipment for games and recreation 
in winter and a stage for plays — and 
shower baths. Already they are work- 
ing for a night school, a community 
reading course, a local industrial 
fair, a rest room for farmers' wives 
who come to town to do their buying, 
and the starting of a school bank. 

If this seems a large program, it 
must be remembered that it is the 
program of a whole community — a 
united neighborhood which has seen 
the worth of the social progress thus 
far made, and is willing, to work for 
a larger measure of such benefits. 
And its significance is largo because 
it is being carried out among a peo- 
ple hitherto notably hard to stir up in 
these ways, and in what the men be- 
hind it characterize as an "over- 
churched territory." — Parts of an edi- 
torial from the Philadelphia North 
American. 



Editor's Note. — In many respects 
the foregoing might have been a chap- 
ter from the recent history of our 
own borough. Check up the things 
we have added as community assets 
in the past few years and then make 
a note of the things a smaller bor- 
ough than ours has or intends to have 
that we do not have, and then get into 
the collar and help add them to our 
long list of assets and civic accom- 
plishments. It's worth your while.

Chief Noel Take Notice. 

"About this time I wrote a paper 
(first to be read in Junto, but it was 
afterward published) on the different 
accident and carelessnesses by which 
houses were set on fire, with cautions 
against them, and means proposed of 
avoiding them. This was much spoken 
of as a useful piece, and gave rise to 
a project, which soon followed it, of 
forming a company for the more 
ready extinguishing of fires, and mu- 
tual assistance in removing and se- 
curing of goods when in danger. As- 
sociates in this scheme were present- 
ly found, amounting to thirty. Our 
articles of agreement obliged every 
members to keep always in good or- 
der, and fit for use, a certain num- 
ber of leather buckets, with strong 
bags and baskets (for packing and 
transporting o£ goods), which were to 
be brought to every fire; and we 
agreed to meet once a month and 
spend a social evening together, in 
discoursing and communicating such 
ideas as occurred to us • upon the 
subject of fires, as might be useful 
in our conduct on such occasions. 
A Fire Company Suggestion. 

"The utility of this Institution soon 
appeared, and many more desiring to 
i be admitted than we thought conveni- 
ent for one company, they were ad- 
. vised to form another, which was ac- 
I cordingly done ; and this went on, 
on£ new company being formed after 
! another, till they became so numer- 
ous as to include most of the inhabi- 
tants who were men of property; 
and now, at the time of my writing 
this, though upward of fifty years 
since its establishment, that whicb^.I 
first formed, called the Union. EJre 
Company, still subsists and floKF.uWs. 
though the first members are ilp'ile- 
ceased but myself and one, who is 
older by a year than I am. The small 
fines that have been paid by mem- 
bers for absence at the monthly 
meetings have been applied to the 
purchase of fire engines, ladders, fire 
hooks, and other useful implements 
for each company, so that I question 
whether there is a city in the world 
better provided with the means of 
putting a stop to beginning confla- 
grations; and, in fact, since these in- 
stitutions, the city has never lost by 
fire more than one or two houses at a 
time, and the flames have often been 
extinguished before the house in 
which they began has been halt con- 
sumed." 



BURBIN CUP GOES TO STITES. 



Narberth folks generally and bor- 
ough officials in particular, will be in- 
terested in the following news ot civic 
I activities and achievement in one of 
our nearby communities: 

"I began now to turn my thoughts 
a little to public affairs," writes one 
of the foremost citizens, "beginning, 
however, with small matters. The 
city watch was one of the first things 
that I conceived to want regulation. 
It was managed by the constables of 
the respective wards in turn; the 
constable warned a number of house- 
keepers to attend him for the night. 
Those who chose never to attend, 
paid him six shillings a yean to be 
excused, which was supposed to be 
for hiring substitutes, but was, in 
reality, much more than was neces- 
sary for that purpose, and made the 
constableship a place of profit; and 
the constable, for a little drink, often 
got such ragamuffins about him as a 
watch, that respectable housekeepers 
did not choose to mix with. Walking 
the rounds, too, was often neglected, 
and most of the nights spent in tip- 
pling. I thereupon wrote a paper f .o 
be read in Junto, representing these 
irregularities, but insisting more par- 
ticularly on the inequality of this six- 
shilling tax of the constables, re- 
specting the circumstances of those 
who paid it, since a poor widow 
housekeeper, all whose property to be 
guarded by the watch did not per- 
haps exceed the value of fifty pounds, 
paid as much as the wealthiest mer- 
chant, who had thousands of pounds' 
worth of goods in his stores. 
Narberth Follows Suit. 

"On the whole, I proposed as a 
more effectual watch, the hiring of

New Athletic Field Proposed.

Reorganization Plan of Physical De- 
partment. 

This subject was followed by the 
discussion of our sports, which was 
of particular interest to all present.

Savill, StiteB, Hoffman, Braden and 
Hampton. This committee shall be 
the clearing house for activity per- 
taining to the physical work. It shall 
have a treasurer, who shall take care 
of all finances pertaining to this de- 
partment and pay all bills. This 
treasury will be used for the further- 
ance of all events pertaining to the 
athletic side of the association. 

Under this committee there is a 
Sports Council which shall consist of 
the managers of the various sports, 
namely: Foot ball, base ball, basket 
ball, pool, bowling, gymnasium and 
tennis. They shall be directly re- 
sponsible for the promotion and main- 
tenance of their department. They 
shall O. K. all bills pertaining to their 
department. They shall have a treas- 
urer, who shall attend to the collec- 
tion of all moneys and they In turn 
shall transfer all funds to the treas- 
urer of the Physical Department Com- 
mission (who pays all bills after the 
O. K. of the managers.)
